The Well Needled Haystack 


The haystack in this issue is a list of 
the yearlings to be sold at Keeneland; 
come the last week in July, a lot of people 
will be looking for needles in it. Nowadays 
their chances of finding a needle are better 
than they have been since horsemen used 
to gather at Woodburn Farm and bid on 
youngsters fresh from having the cockle- 
burrs combed out of their tails, 

The average price for the Keeneland 
yearlings will be in the neighborhood of 
$10,000, though of course the majority will 
sell for less than the average. 

If the average should happen to exceed 
$10,000 the excess may be attributed large- 
ly to the fact that the winners of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, Preakness, and Belmont 
Stakes were all sold at Keeneland 2 sum- 
mers ago, Determine for $12,000, Hasty 
Road for $23,100, High Gun for $10,200. 
No such thing ever happened before. Pri- 
vate breeders furnish strong competition 
for any of the classics, and they have al- 
most kept a stranglehold on the Belmont. 
The 1954 sweep climaxes accumulating 
evidence that the prestige of the market 
breeder is reaching a new high. 

There were 214 colts sold in the summer 
auctions at Keeneland in 1952 (fillies are 
not expected to win the major 3-year-old 
classics) ; thus, on a random basis, one out 
of 71 colts was to win one of the triple 
crown events. If only the prices ranging 
from High Gun’s $10,200 upward are con- 
sidered, one out of 16 was to win a Derby, 
Preakness, or Belmont. 

When the Breeders’ Sales Company 
began to advertise its “sale of selected 
yearlings,” they had a slogan which was 
accepted as a pardonable exaggeration. 
But they have made it stick. Only selection 
could have yielded such a high proportion 
of good horses—and now Saratoga has 
approximated the pattern of selection. The 
yearling buyer never had it quite so good. 

Of the 363 yearlings catalogued for 
Keeneland, 83 (23 per cent) are out of 
the dams of stakes winners. Cynosure 
among these will be the Citation—Boat 
colt, whose dam has produced 5 stakes 
winners. The big winners of the future 
will not be limited to this group, of course. 
They will be scattered through the whole 
catalogue. The game, as usual, is to find 
them. The difference is that they’re not so 
hard to find—just more expensive. 


Stock in Trade 


The current ascendancy of the sales 
yearling—it has been developing steadily 
in recent years—has contributed some- 
thing toward the solution of one of the 
more vexatious problems of American 
racing, The problem: a shortage of non-

claiming racing opportunities for fillies. 
The ingenuity of racing secretaries ordin- 
arily ends after they have written a race 
for non-winners of 2; from there on, the 
choice is between claiming races and 
stakes, The gap between these extremes is 
by nature well populated with middle-class 
fillies, but they are largely ignored in 
condition books, because, the racing secre- 
tary explains, if he writes a race for them, 
it doesn’t fill. 


Breeders of sales yearlings must have 
mares, of course, and preferably mares 
which have shown reasonably good racing 
class. There is no statistic handy, but it 
is handy to assume that the increased im- 
portance of the sales yearling, along with 
the increased recognition of the dam’s 
racing class as an index to her offspring, 
has resulted in more market breeders put- 
ting more fillies in training. 

This year Charlton Clay needn’t worry 
about the middle-class filly. He put Lea 
Lane in training because he wanted her 
for a broodmare, just as he had done with 
her dam, Lea Lark. The latter was a very 
good filly, but earned only $15,300; she 
missed winning the big stakes, and had 
to do most of her running against stakes 
competition. Her daughter is good enough 
that lack of middle-class races is not im- 
portant. Lea Lane won by 8 lengths in her 
first start, at Lincoln Fields May 27, and 
by 14 lengths when she took the Miss 
America Stakes in track-record time at 
the same track June 12. 


Clay returned from Chicago to his 
Marchmont Farm at Paris, Ky., happily 
quoting jockey Ken Church: “Lea Lane 
is the best filly I ever rode, Up to now 
Princess Lygia was my first choice.” 

Next engagements for Lea Lane are the 
Pollyanna Stakes, July 5; Arlington Las- 
sie, July 14; Mademoiselle Stakes, August 
11; and Princess Pat Stakes, August 25. 

Lea Lane’s half-sister, by Count Fleet, 
is among the 7 yearlings Clay will sell on 
the first afternoon of the Keeneland auc- 
tions, July 26. Cleve Oder, Marchmont em- 
ployee, claims this one is faster than Lea 
Lane. Clay, a bird-in-the-hand man, is 
willing to wait and see. 

Clay’s breeding has run heavily toward 
fillies in recent years. There is only one 
colt among the 7 yearlings he is selling at 
Keeneland. But the fillies are doing all 
right. Madam Jet (Black Tarquin— 
Madam Capet), sold last year to Alberta 
Ranches, is one of the best in California. 


Buyers seeking foundations for future 
breeding will make filly prices high at 
Keeneland and Saratoga. Sellers seeking 
continuity of good families may succeed 
in gaining more respect for fillies in the 
office of the racing secretary.

Park left off when the oldest of the 3 
metropolitan race courses opened its sum- 
mer meeting on Monday, June 14, with 
an excellent racing card. The small course 
with the long stretch provided 9 winners 
on the 8 race card, a dead heat supplying 
the extra payoff. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Find, always par- 
tial to the sandy mile track, took the 
Queens County Handicap under top 
weight. Mrs. George D. Widener’s Evening 
Out thrilled one and all with a come-from- 
behind win in a prep for Saturday’s Ga- 
zelle. Ted Atkinson, perennial leader 
among the riders at the sharp-turned track, 
started off with three winners, and Jim 
Fitzsimmons got ready to celebrate his 
coming 80th birthday by saddling two 
winners at his home track. 

Track superintendent Lennie Litwak, 
in collaboration with Nature, supplied 
some of the greenest grass seen in an in- 
field. Elbow grease and paint had the 
stands at their best. A damp spot on the 
club house turn was converted to a small 
lake. A new betting shed, which probably 
paid for itself on the first Saturday, eased 
the congestion in the rear of the club 
house. The track itself was in excellent 
condition. 


ON YOUR OWN. After Evening Out’s 
clever win over 9 other 3-year-old fillies 
on Monday it was assumed the daughter of 
Shut Out was again the leader of her divi- 
sion. She had been forced to miss the 
Coaching Club Oaks when she injured 
herself kicking through a screen, and 
Cherokee Rose held the throne for the 
while, but Evening Out had never lost to 
a filly until On Your Own beat her in the 
Gazelle. 

It was the third straight week in which 
the predominant coloring in the winner’s 
circle was the brown and white of the 
King Ranch. Eric Guerin and High Gun 
had carried them in the Peter Pan Handi- 
cap and Belmont Stakes, and Willie Bo- 
land wore them after the Gazelle. The last 
came after the hardest fight and was the 
least expected, as was witnessed by Mr.

Kleberg’s inability to get to New York and 
appear on his weekly TV show from the

On Your Own was closest to Evening 
Out in the 7-furlong prep on opening day; 
she lost to the big Widener miss after set- 
ting the pace. She got seven pounds from 
Evening Out then and was beaten a length 
as Eddie Arcaro dug into Evening Out to 
make up a 4-length deficit in the final fur- 
long. The resulting study of mathematics 
produced betting odds of 2-5 on Evening 
Out and 10-1 on the King Ranch filly when 
they went to the post at level weight of 
113 in the 1,75-mile Gazelle. 

Nine other fillies went in the race, too, 
but Boland beat them all to the sharp first 
turn from the next-to-the-outside post posi- 
tion. This was what won the race for On 
Your Own. or if you prefer it the other 
way. what lost the race for Evening Out. 
for she had no such clear sailing around 
the sharp bend. Arcaro took her in hand 
while the others rushed for the lead and 
was very unlucky in his attempt to rate 
her. By the time the backstretch was 
reached Evening Out had only one filly 
beaten and On Your Own was being given 
a conserving ride at the front of the pack. 

While Happy Mood, Fascinator, and 
Trisong were taking pot-shots at the lead- 
er Arcaro started to move up between 
horses. There were still 5 runners ahead 
at the top of the quarter-mile stretch. 
Evening Out was fourth at the eighth-pole, 
in approximately the same position she had 
been on Monday, when she won. But the 
big filly didn’t make it. On Your Own. 
with perceptibly shorter strides, stuck it 
out by a length. A compact chestnut with 
a high-headed style of running. On Your 
Own was a tired filly when she walked 


back, 


COINCIDENCE. On Your Own is a full 
sister to Assault, which was partial to the 
Aqueduct course, winning the Brooklyn 
Handicap there in his comeback. Prior to 
his score in the 114-mile race, Assault lost 
a prep race when ridden by a young King 


Ranch apprentice named Boland, and then 
won the Brooklyn with Dave Gorman. On 
Your Own was beaten on Monday with a 
fuzzy-cheeked King Ranch apprentice 
named Dallas Harrier and then came back 
to win with Boland. If you happen to see 
a King Ranch horse in a 1958 stakes at 
Aqueduct with Harrier up and the horse 
had just been beaten with a young ap- 
prentice aboard. .. . 


ANOTHER JOCKEY. Tony DeSpirito 
made his first metropolitan appearance 
Saturday. Tony was the leading rider in 
1952 when he set a new record of 390 
victories in his first year of riding. The 
broad-backed New Englander racked up 
311 wins last season and has over 150 this 
year. The New York crowd took to the 
cocky rider and applauded him, He did 
not win but he led for part of the way 
with Busher’s Song before that filly faded 
in a maiden race, and Fascinator’s third 
place finish was mostly due to DeSpirito’s 
lusty use of the whip in the late stages of 
the Gazelle. 

The boy would get a lot of mounts 
around New York. He seems alert in the 
gate and is well balanced at the break.

He switched his whip 
three times on Fascinator in the stretch 
and the filly ran straight. 

DeSpirito had been engaged to ride 
Fascinator in the Top Flight Handicap in 
Belmont’s final week, and came to New

Alerted’s Last Racing Year 


Alerted, one of the best, busiest, and 
toughest horses of recent years, will be 
retired to stud next year at H. B. Marcus’ 
Glade Valley Farm, Walkersville, Md., it 
was announced last week by Frank J. 
Stout, his owner. 


By Bull Lea—Hastily Yours, by John 
P. Grier, Alerted was bred by Calumet 
Farm, which sold him to Stout’s Hampton 
Stable for $10,000 in 1950 as a 2-year-old. 
Winner of one of 4 starts at 2, Alerted 
won 8 of 31 at 3, including the Discovery 
and Jerome Handicaps and the Laurel 
Stakes. He finished second or third in 10 
other stakes, including the Preakness, 
Dwyer. Shevlin, Kent, and Lawrence Real- 
ization Stakes and the Jersey, Yankee, and 
Edgemere Handicaps. 

Alerted had his best year in 1952 at 4, 
when he earned $232,860, winning the 
Appleton, Dixic, Thomas J. Healey, Ques- 
tionnaire, Fort McHenry, and President’s 
Plate Handicaps and the Olympic Stakes. 
Last year, he won the Saratoga Handicap 
and Saratoga Cup, finished second in the 
Widener and Manhattan Handicaps, the 
Sysonby Mile, and Jockey Club Gold Cup. 

Now at Glade Valley Farm for a rest 
before the Saratoga meeting, Alerted will 
be raced this fall at the New York tracks 
before he is permanently retired. His rec- 
ord to date: 101 starts, 20 wins, 22 seconds, 
18 thirds, earnings of $440,285. 


Stoner Creek’s Manager 


Ralph Baird, after 3 decades in the 
employ of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz, 
will retire as manager of Stoner Creek 
Stud at Paris, Ky., and will be succeeded 
by Charles A. Kenney, who plans to move 
his family to Stoner Creek about Septem- 
ber 1. Baird’s resignation, effective soon 
after the Keeneland sales at the end of 
July. was accepted with “deep regret.” 

In association with his son Tom, Baird 
expects to buy or lease a small farm in 
central Kentucky and continue with Thor- 
oughbred breeding. accepting a number of 
board mares, thus fulfilling a plan devel- 
oped some years ago, In the 1920’s, before 
the time of Reigh Count and Anita Pea- 
body, Baird was manager of Mrs. Hertz’s 
Leona Stock Farm at Cary, IIl., where 
Reigh Count first stood. He moved to 
Stoner Creek after the land was purchased 
about 15 years ago, and presided over 
its development into one of the loveliest 
and most successful stud farms in Ken- 
tucky. 


Kenney was manager of Coldstream 
Stud until the farm and stock were sold 
by E. E. Dale Shaffer. Since then he has

leased John Randolph’s farm near Lexing- 
ton. Earlier this year he had been engaged 
to supervise the sale of the 8 yearlings 
Stoner Creek will sell at Keeneland in

Richardson Buys Browning Stock 


Sid Richardson, of Fort Worth, Texas. 
who helped Clint W. Murchison buy a 
contrelling interest in Del Mar race track. 
last week foreclosed a chattel mortgage 
on the late Fred Browning’s race horses, 
then bought 46 horses in a courthouse auc- 
tion for $42,752. 

Richardson’s bid—the only one made— 
was submitted to the county sheriff by 


attorney John Connally who, asked what 
Richardson intended to do with the horses, 
said, “I don’t have the faintest idea. Mr. 
Richardson says if we get the horses then 
we'll decide what to do with them.” For 
the present, the stable will remain at 
Cresson Farms. 


Richardson had lent Browning $40,352, 
taking 42 horses as security, Last month, 
in U. S. District Court. the horses were 
ordered sold to satisfy Richardson’s claim 
against them, but when the sheriffs office 
tried to make an accounting, it was dis- 
covered that 2 of the horses had been 
sold privately, and 7 of them had disap- 
peared. So judge Robert B. Young ordered 
that 13 foals. which had arrived since the 
agreement was made, be sold with the 
remaining horses. 


Before bids were taken on the horses, 
a representative of Joe and Watt Rey- 
nolds announced that the brothers were 
claiming 10 seasons to Royal Answer. one 
of the stallions in the group.

A North-South Dates Proposal; 


Mr. Crevolin’s Price on Imbros 


Los ANGELES 

Two powerful organizations, the Cali- 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
and the California division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, are behind a movement to obtain 
simultaneous racing in northern and south- 
ern California. They have forwarded reso- 
lutions to that effect to the Horse Racing 
Board, which will meet soon to set dates 
for 1955. 

So far there has been no voiced oppo- 
sition from the tracks, but there probably 
will be. It is one of those issues on which 
there are substantial arguments on both 
sides. 

The breeders, of course, are interested 
because it would create more chances for 
2-year-olds to race. They are deeply con- 
cerned about the present situation in Cali- 
fornia. At Hollywood Park, which is now 
in operation, there are more than 1,400 
horses on the grounds and more than 500 
of them are 2-year-olds. A horse has to 
have several stars before he can get to 
start, and there have been several races 
recently in which more than 70 horses 
tried to enter. 

Breeders feel, quite naturally, that if 
it’s going to be difficult to get stall space 
for a 2-year-old at a track, and then more 
difficult to get the horse into a race, pros- 
pective bidders on yearlings may decide 
it is not so wise to enter the game after all, 

“We don’t particularly want more racing 
for 2-year-olds,” is the way James G. Jack- 
son, general manager of the breeders asso- 
ciation, puts it, “but a chance for more 
2-year-olds to race, As it is now, an owner 
has very little opportunity to find out if 
the horse in his stall is a good prospect 
or not.” 

Owners and trainers, of course, are back- 
ing the breeders because simultaneous 
racing would give them more chances, and 
they could split their stables, operating 
in the north and in the south at the same 
time. 

They point out there is a distance of 
more than 500 miles between tracks in the 
San Francisco area and those in Los An- 
geles, and the attendance comes from 
widely different sections. The population 
of both areas has grown so much since 
1946 that there is no question but that 
San Francisco and Los Angeles could 
support simultaneous racing. 

That point is not worrying the tracks. 
Such a track as Santa Anita, operating 
during the winter months, would not be 


bothered at all, and Hollywood Park, be- 


cause it is so large and because the purses 
are so big, would be affected very little. 
But Del Mar in the south, and all three 
tracks in the north—Golden Gate Fields, 
Tanforan, and Bay Meadows—probably 
would feel the pinch for good horses and 
good jockeys. 


Those tracks might have trouble filling 
their daily cards—as they have experi- 
enced in past years when there were short 
overlaps of race meetings. And if large 
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stables are going to split their forces and 
campaign a division in the north and an- 
other in the south, the northern tracks 
probably would get the cheaper horses 
and possibly the inferior jockeys, while 
the better horses and better known jockeys 
race in the south. If that happened, it 
might reduce the sport in northern Cali- 
fornia to the level of county fair racing, 
and I doukt whether fans in that area 
would be satisfied with that. 

The breeders are well aware that some 
one is going to get hurt—a little—but they 
hope it won’t be too much because they 
hold out the promise of some advantages, 
too, 

The most tempting of these is the possi- 
bility that tracks in California could race 
the number of days to which they are en- 
titled under the law. Santa Anita and

HBPA Requests 


Lower Minimum 


Horsemen at Detroit Race Course last 
week made an unprecedented request: 
they asked the Michigan Racing Associa- 
tion, which operates the track, to cut the 
minimum purse by $200 to allow a larger 
purse spread. The approval of “better 
purses for better horses” was voted at a 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
Michigan division of the Horsemen’s Ben- 
evolent and Protective Association, headed 
by Dr. Harry Lindy. Dr. Lindy’s statement 
on the purse schedule: 

“There is a very poor spread in purses— 
a very unhealthy situation. Actually, the 
policy of ‘better purses for better horses,’ 
cannot be followed with a $2,000 minimum. 
Both the track and the HBPA agree on 
this. 

“From all indications, the MRA is going 
to handle an average of $700,000 daily 
and, as a $700.000 track, it should have an 
appropriate minimum—which we believe 
is $1,800. At the same time, more money 
should be offered in other purses to at- 
tract good horses.” 

Dr. Lindy, however, objected to the 
$50,000 added Michigan Mile, saying that 
it was too much money to be distributed in 
a single race. He suggested that the race 
be reduced to $30,000 added. The MRA 
offered to put up an extra $20,000 in over- 
night purses and keep the Michigan Mile 
value at $50,000. The HBPA accepted this 
proposal. 

At the HBPA meeting, Dr, Lindy was 
re-elected to his fourth consecutive term 
as president of the Michigan division. 


The 15 Per Cent Lease 


Stockholders of the Michigan Racing 
Association this week approved the sale of 
Detroit Race Course to Irving Golden 
Associates, of Detroit. The sale, if com- 
pleted, will not affect the operation of the 
track, the management says, since the 
MRA will lease the plant for 20 years and 
will have an option to renew the lease 
until 1998. 

According to the MRA announcement, 
holders of 96 per cent of the stock ap- 
proved the sale, and most of the remaining 
4 per cent was not represented. 

Purchase price for the real assets of 
the track was set by the stockholders at 
$3,600,000. The MRA will pay an annual 
rent of 15 per cent of the purchase price. 

Before the stockholders meeting, James 
Inglis, Michigan’s one-man racing commis- 
sion, wrote to E. E, Dale Shaffer, MRA 
president. and George Haggarty, general 
manager. to question the advisability of 
selling to Golden. Inglis’ objections: 


1. The present group of MRA investors is com- 
posed largely of persons who are not only success- 
ful businessmen, but who also have a genuine 
interest in breeding or horse racing. The proposed 
sale would shift at least 90 per cent of the total 
investment from this group to another group who 
have not yet shown any interest in racing as a 
sport. 

2. The MRA by obligating itself to an annual 
fixed charge for rental of the plant of $510,000 
($610,000 for the first 5 years), instead of the 
present $212,000 annual interest cost on the pre- 
ferred stock, would be assuming a heavy irrevocable 
burden that would work to the disadvantage of 
horsemen, mutuel clerks, and other employees in 
the event of a drop in business in future years. 

The proposed lease agreement would guarantee to 
the new owners for a 44-year period a 15 per 
cent annual return on their investment before 
taxes. This would not seem to leave any possibility 
of an equitable sharing of the load in case hard 
times were encountered. 

3. Both the MRA’s inclination and ability to 
carry out extensive physical improvements would 
appear to be decreased if the sales takes place. 

Is it not likely that as tenant the MRA would 
be less interested in spending for physical improve- 
ments than as the owner of the property? 


Tanforan Stakes 


Eight stakes, with an added value of 
$155.000. have been announced for the 
42-day fall meeting at Tanforan race track, 
San Bruno, Calif. Total purse distribution 
will top one million dollars, and daily 
average distribution will exceed $20.000. 
General manager Fred H. Ryan said the 
daily figure “will be adjusted as business 
volume permits.” Biggest races will be 
the California Derby and the Tanforan 
Handicap, each of which will be worth 
$35,000 added. The list:

Extending the Season 


James Donn and Horace Wade, who 
have built the Florida Derby into a major 
winter racing event, announced this week 
that Gulfstream Park’s biggest race will 
be run one week later in 1955. The race 
has been run the third Saturday in March, 
but in 1955 it will be held on the fourth 
Saturday, March 26. 

Donn’s reasons for the switch: “We feel 
that the race definitely has extended the 
Florida season, and that the meeting will 
materially benefit from the change. The 
Florida Derby, which previously had been 
run only a week following the Louisiana 
Derby. now gives horses from the Fair 


Grounds a better opportunity, and also 
should be of benefit to Thoroughbreds 
from the far West.” 


New Barns, Training Track 


Keeneland race track last week an- 
nounced it will construct a 5-furlong train- 
ing track and 4 new barns, The training 
track, which will be located between the 
stable area and the main track, is intended 
primarily for yearlings which are being 
broken and for horses in light training. 
The main track still will be used for longer 
workouts. (See Sales. page 1300.) 

The new barns will be built of concrete 
blocks. W. T. Bishop, Keeneland general 
manager, said that the track hoped even- 
tually to replace all wooden barns with 
such fire-resistant structures,

Permian became a bad boy 
again and got out of the gate when the 
field was half a furlong in front of him. 
Naturally he never gave chase and Arcaro 
was roundly booed when he returned. A 
group of bettors made threatening noises 
and asked to have their money refunded, 
claiming the gate doors had held their 
choice in. 

The stewards and the Pinkertons showed 
the most irate fans the film patrol movies 
to prove that the gate Had opened, and thus 
quieted a section of the dissenters. but it 
remained for one of Eddie’s fellow jockeys 
to subdue the small, angry crowd around 
the scale room. He got on the roof of the 
building where the jockeys watch the 
races and informed the embryo mob that 
they had best stop milling around and get 
in line. 

“Eddie’s going to refund your money out 
of his own pocket. He’s down drawing the 
money now but says he won’t start until 
all of you get in line and stop this noise.”

JUNE 7 

The Norwegian Jockey Club has made a 
bid for recognition in international racing. 

The Oslo Grand Prix, with Kr. 20,000 to 
the winner, inaugurated in 1949, was the 
first and most important of the open races 
in Scandinavia. March 20 the Jockey Club 
made public the conditions for the Polio 
Cup 1954: 114 miles for 3-year-olds and 
up, at weight for age and sex, with Nor- 
wegian Kroner 60,000 (approximately 
$8.400) and a cup, value Norwegian Kr, 
5,000 to the winner. 

This race, to be run August 22 at Ovre- 
voll, Oslo, will, as the name of the race 
implies. help fight infantile paralysis. 

The Norwegian Jockey Club received 59 
nominations, now there are 45 horses left 
in the race, among them the French Le 


Vent, Grand Dieu, and Radio, and the 
English Proud Scot. Beddington, Bob 
Junior, and Lord of Verona. The most 


formidable entries are the French. Le Vent 
won the Churchill Stakes at Ascot last 
year, and Radio beat La Sorellina in the 
Prix Vermeille, 


STRATOS. When the Norwegian ship 
owner Jorgen J. Lorentzen bought a colt 
by Darbhanga out of Amacita, by Colorado 
Kid, for an unprecedented Swedish Kr. 
45.000 ($8.400) at the public sales in 
1951. quite a few thought it ridiculous. 
Today the 4-year-old colt, Stratos, has won 


nearly Kr. 100,000 and certainly proven - 


that an expensive yearling may be the best 
purchase. Stratos won the Swedish Cri- 
terion at 2, the Norwegian Derby and the 
Scandinanvian Grand Prix at 3, and is by 
far the best and grandest-looking son of 
Darbhanga.

EARNINGS INDEXES 


There were 718 runners in flat races in 
Scandinavia in 1953, and the total distribu- 
tion in purses was 2,503,185 Kroner, aver- 
age of 3,486.33 Kroner per runner. Of the 
total money. 775,060 Kroner were earned 
in Denmark, 1.078.575 in Sweden, and 
649.550 in Norway. 

The leading sire was Darbhanga, whose 
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offspring gained most of their earnings in 
Sweden, but in terms of the average-earn- 
ings index the leader was *Mahmoud’s son 
Mahrhu, whose get had earnings only in 
Norway. Mahrhu’s 15 runners gained a 
total of 101,800 Kroner, equivalent to the 
expected earnings of 29.20 “average” 
horses, thus the index for the group was 
1.95, or 95 per cent higher than average 
expectancy. 

The index for sires in Scandinavia rarely 
goes above 2.00 (twice the average ex- 
pectancy), largely for the reason that 
some of the most important races, such as 
the Derbys and Grand Prix, are won by 
Scandinavian-bred horses sired by horses 
standing elsewhere, or by some imported 
crack, such as the Borealis horse North 
Sea, undoubtedly the best miler in Scan- 
dinavia in 1953, 

Among the leading money winners in 
the last few years are Coast Guard, Swe- 
dish Triple Crown winner in 1952, by 
Lighthouse II; Amigo, winner of the Swe- 
dish Derby and St. Leger and Oslo Grand 
Prix, and one of the few Scandinavian 
horses to win more than 100,000 Kroner, 
by Casanova; Tramontana, winner last 
year of the Danish and Swedish Derbys 
and the Stockholm Grand Prix, by Fairey 
Fulmar. These sires, Lighthouse II, Cas- 
anova (now imported into Sweden), and 
Fairey Fulmar, are not on the lists of 
leading stallions in Scandinavia,

Hollywood Park, for example, would race 
55 days instead of 50, and two tracks a 
year in the bay area (next year it would 
be Bay Meadows and Tanforan) would get 
eight extra days each—50 instead of 42. 


Further the racing calendar would be 
pretty well defined each year, and there 
would be fewer arguments over dates. 
Northern tracks could operate 5 days a 
week, instead of 6, as at present, and, more 
important, they could pick dates when the 
weather is more favorable. As the sched- 
ule is now, one track in the north must 
race during the cold and rainy months 
each year. Breeders also have an idea that 
San Franciscans might enjoy summer 
racing, which is something they have never 


had. 


At any rate, the breeders’ association 
has submitted the following proposed 
schedule for 1955 to the California Horse 
Racing Board:

Count Speed set his mark at Golden Gate 
Fields, without question the fastest track 
in the country, Imbros holds two track 
records, for a mile and 114 miles at Bay 
Meadows. 


Meanwhile, Imbros is running so well 
that Crevolin is in no hurry to retire him,

SALES 


Co-operation at Keeneland 


The Breeders’ Sales Company and the 
Keeneland Association-Keeneland Race 
Course organization this week reached a 
happy solution. They announced comple- 
tion of negotiations for a long-term lease 
under which the sales company will con- 
tinue to hold its auctions at Keeneland. 
Terms of the new lease, replacing the one 
which was to expire in 1956, were not an- 
nounced in detail, but, according to sales 
company officials, they are in effect a per- 
petuity agreement. 

The following paragraphs are from the 
text of a news release from the sales com- 
pany’s offices: 

The Breeders’ Sales Company was or- 
ganized in 1944 by virtually the same 
horsemen that founded Keeneland in 1935. 
All of the company’s sales have been con- 
ducted there, the total sales for the 10- 
year period amounting to $48,876,125. 

While the company will continue to 
manage its own affairs, provisions of the 
new lease will bring a closer association 
between the sales co-operative and the 
track. Through this closer association, it 
was announced, the two groups can better 
solve various problems of the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred industry. 


One of the problems, it was stated, is 
the demand for a local training track and 
additional stall space for sales yearlings. 


“Keeneland is about the only track in 
the country available for yearling break- 
ing.” William S. Evans, sales company 
manager, said, “But each year the year- 
lings have to be removed from the course 
in the middle of their training to make 
room for the horses that ship in for the 
October race meeting.” 


As a solution to the interruption of 
yearling training. the new lease with 
Keeneland calls for the sales group to 
finance the construction of a five-furlong 
training track and four additional barns 
at Keeneland. This will allow yearlings 
purchased in the sales to train at the track 
without interruption during the fall race 
meet. Construction of the new track and 
barns was begun last week at Keeneland. 

(The track and the new barns. which 
are to be constructed of concrete block, 
will be available for yearling and 2-year- 
old training the year round.)

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Lloyd’s Attitude 
On Operations 


(From Alex Bower, Cromwell Bloodstock

There seems to be a general misunder- 
standing among horsemen regarding the 
attitude of insurance companies toward op- 
erations on horses. The belief seems to be 
widespread that operations are not per- 
mitted under any circumstances according 
to the terms of the usual equine mortality 
policy, and that a horse owner assumes all 
responsibility when an operation is por- 
formed on an insured horse. 

This is not the case, at least so far as 
Lloyd’s is concerned. Condition 6, para- 
graph (d) of a Lloyd’s mortality policy 
reads: “This policy does not insure against 
loss by any surgical operation (including 
inoculation) unless the same shall become 
necessary and shall arise by a peril hereby 
insured.” The phrase unless the same shall 
become necessary provides ample allow- 
ance for operations when an operation is 
necessary to preserve the life of the in- 
sured animal. 

Obviously firing, castration, spaying, and 
similar operations do not fall into the 
vital category. They often are considered 
necessary or desirable by a horse owner, 
and permission to perform them can be 
obtained from Lloyd’s, though in most 
cases the policy may be suspended for the 
period of the operation and convalescence. 
On the other hand, the payment of a small 
additional premium will in some cases pro- 
tect the owner against loss as a result of 
such an operation. Castration is a case in 
point. Firing is another instance, though 
a Lloyd’s policy will remain in full effect 
for firing “without additional premium 
in cases where it is deemed necessary by 
a veterinary surgeon to safeguard the in- 
terest of the animal insured. In such cases 
no advice need be given to Underwriters.” 
The foregoing is quoted from a Lloyd’s 
agency contract. 

However, the real criticism arises where 
a more or less severe surgical operation 
seems desirable or necessary. In such 
cases, where the life (but not merely the 
good health or well-being) of an animal 
is concerned, permission to operate can 
readily be obtained from Lloyd’s when 
the horse owner can provide a statement 
from a reputable veterinarian that the 
life of the animal is at stake. If time per- 
mits, the agent through whom the insur- 
ance has been placed can inform Lloyd’s 
by cable of the circumstances and receive 
a quick reply. If time does not permit a 
cable. the agent can summon a veterinarian

to represent Lloyd’s, and if this man con- 
curs with the owner’s veterinarian, the 
operation can proceed. If there is not suf- 
ficient time for consultation and the own- 
er’s veterinarian is of good reputation, the 
Underwriters’ representative can authorize 
the operation forthwith. 

Perhaps it is not entirely fair to place 
the burden for misunderstanding the terms 
of a Lloyd’s policy on the horse owner. 
The agent also has the responsibility of 
being aware of the workings of the policy, 
and he should be able to advise a horse 
owner as to what can be done and what 
cannot be done under the policy’s terms. 
The agent’s standing at Lloyd’s, and the 
reputation of the broker who represents 
him at Lloyd’s, are important factors. An 
agent who thoroughly understands the 
horse business and whose London broker 
also knows what the score is can often 
present a truer picture to Underwriters 
than would otherwise be the case. 

As an example of what can be done; 
recently a Kentucky breeder reported to 


his Lloyd’s agent that a yearling filly cov- 
ered by insurance had developed an um- 
bilical hernia, which ruptured. Part of 
the intestine had descended into the har- 
nial area and also had ruptured, permit- 
ting feces to pass through the opening in 
the hernia. Within less than 24 hours, per- 
mission to operate was obtained from 
Lloyd’s. A unique and difficult operation 
was .performed, and the filly quickly re- 
covered. There was no disposition on 
Lloyd’s part to quibble or stall in hope 
that recovery would be effected and that 
no operation would be necessary. Neither 
was there any effort by Lloyd’s to force 
the breeder to assume responsibility for 
the operation. 

I hope this will clear up some miscon- 
ception regarding Lloyd’s attitude toward 
operations,

The Michigan division of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion collected $61,433 from individuals 
and organizations to aid horsemen who 
suffered uninsured losses in a fire which 
destroyed a 60-stall barn at Detroit Race

lead ponies, and stable and _ personal 
equipment were lost, 

The biggest contribution, $40,000, was 
from the race track, which staged an 
extra day’s racing on May 25.

L. L. Lawrence’s Colt Gains 
A Prix du Jockey Club Victory 


Paris, JuNE 13 

The Prix du Jockey Club, France’s great 
classic race. is won by a good horse almost 
every year. The 1954 winner emerged from 
a situation complicated first by drought 
and hard ground, which affected the train- 
ing of some horses, and later by heavy 
rainfall and a very soft track for the race, 

There were 19 starters, of which the 
3-to-1 favorite was Sica Boy, second in the 
Prix de Guiche. fourth in the Prix Gref- 
fulhe. second in the Hocquart, and winner 
of the Prix Lupin. Beigler Bey and Popof 
(with his stablemate Monceaux) shared 
4-to-1 odds. Next in order of preference 
were Yorick at 8-1, Le Petit Prince at 10-1. 
and Le Grand Bi at 11-1. At 22 to 1 was 
a promising colt. Antares, full of quality 
but bad-tempered, which had run only in 
the less important races. 

The ground was very heavy at the be- 
ginning of the day’s races, and was made 
even muddier by a stormy rain which 
poured down as the Derby field was 
parading. 

Mondragon led the field from the start, 
followed by Beigler Bey, Le Petit Prince, 
Le Grand Bi. Sica Boy, and Popof. An- 
tares began slowly and lost many lengths. 
There were few changes in the order before 
the field entered the straight, where Beig- 
ler Bey began to sink in the mud. When 
Mondragon yielded, Le Petit Prince took 
the lead. trailed by Sica Boy and Popof; 
Antares and Major were making their 
runs from the tag-end of the stretched-out 
field. Popof and Le Grand Bi surrendered 
to the heavy track. At 300 yards from the 
post 4 horses seemed to have a chance, but 
Le Petit Prince soon repelled Sica Boy’s 
attack and gained a clear advantage. Sica 
Boy lost second place to Antares by a 
neck. and Major was fourth, 3 lengths 
farther back.

The first 4 horses showed good per- 
formances. Beigler Bey, Le Grand Bi, 


and Popof found themselves unsuited to 
the heavy going. Missing from the starting 
field were Ferriol. which met with an acci- 
dent in the Derby at Epsom and will be 
laid up for many weeks; Mistralor (Mis- 
tral—Philippa of Hainault, by *Teddy). 
Le Grand Bi’s stablemate, which easily 
won the Prix du Jockey Club consolation 
race, the Prix du Lys, an hour after the 
classic; and Estremadur, Arbar’s full 
brother, which got a 10-length victory in 
a maiden race at 1144 miles the same day. 


THE WINNER, Le Petit Prince was 
bred in France by his owner, L. L. Law- 
rence. who is an American, like Robert 
Sterling Clark. owner of Never Say Die. 

The sire, Prince Bio, was represented by 
his first runners in 1949. In 1951 his son 
Sicambre won the Prix du Jockey Club 
and Grand Prix de Paris, and in 1953 he 
was represented by the Grand Prix de 
Paris winner Northern Light—and now 
another Jockey Club winner. Prince Bio 
himself was a classic colt. He won the 
Poule d’Essai in 1944 and went out of 
action a few weeks later as the result of 
an accident. 

Mercia, 20 years old when she produced 
Let Petit Prince, is one of the last mares 
got by *Teddy before his exportation to 
the U. S. Her full sister Philippa of Hain- 


ault is dam of Mistralor. In her only start 
at 2, the Prix de St. Firmin, Mercia dead- 
heated with Adargatis, Prix de Diane win- 
ner and dam of *Adaris, *Ardan, and Par- 
dal. At 3 she ran unplaced 3 times. Best 
among her 10 foals before Le Petit Prince 
were the sprinter Colomb’s Kingdom, 14 
wins and £2,759, and the filly Hero (by 
*Coastal Traffic), 5 wins, 2,327,750 francs. 

Prior to the Jockey Club, Le Petit 
Prince’s racing record had failed to match 
his ancestry. He ran 4 times in England 
at 2, from the end of August to the end of 
October, and his best performance was 
when he finished seventh of 24 over a mile 
at Newmarket. He came honestly by his 
backwardness; his dam ran only in Oc- 
tober and his sire was not half as good at 
2 as at 3. This year he was beaten by the 
Strassburger colt De Grasse in his first 
race, over 124 miles, then won a minor 
race at 15, miles, His third start was in 
the Prix Noailles, over 13g miles, a little 
too short for him, but on sticky ground, 
which he seemed to like; he finished sec- 
ond to Le Grand Bi. The Prix du Jockey 
Club was next. The Grand Prix de Paris, 
1%, miles, will give a measure of his 
value.
